ROBESON AND W AT LAST COME 
TOGETHER IN “DEBATE.” 
Bpecial Dispttch to The Oc Tribune 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 6.—The proceed- 
— of che House today were important and 
animated and at times quite exciting. At one 
time two gray¢eared members, a Democrat 
and a Republican, stood facing each other, 
both pale with passion, and one who had just 
given the lie stood with @lenched fist and 
flashing eyes. This tableau lasted only an 
instant, and then Mr. Robeson, with graceful 
bow and gesture, waived away 

THE BELLIGERENT WHITTHORNE, 

ex-Chairman of the Committee on Naval 
Affairs, who investigated Robeson several 
yearsago. It all came out of Robeson’s 
closing speech on the Navy Appropriation 
bill, In which, after a review and defense of 
his administration of the Navy Department, 
Robeson, with the pent-up indignation of 
years struggling for utterance, turned upon 
his accuser in the Forty-foufrth Congress and 


recalled the details of their investigation. In 


those days, he said, any man, could jump up 
in Congress and by the utterance of any kind 
of wild and absurd statements could have 
an investigating committee appointed, and 
if thére was any man who had 
EVER PURLOINED THE SCHOOL-FUND 
of his native State, it was them’ he came to 
the front. Robeson had uttered no names, 
but, at the elose of this sentence, Whitthorne, 
who had been ‘watching him like a hawk, ex- 
pecting an attack, strode into the area front- 
ing the Spéaker’s desk, where Robeson had 
also taken his stand to speak, and, rushing 
towards him with menacing Voice and gest- 
ure, declared: That's @ and whoever 
says it or repeats it is a Har.“ Wh 
son expected a or not, be 
maintained his coolness and self-possession 
admirably, and the only reply that he made 
was one of his characteristic’ gestures, half 
deprecatory, half contemptuous. When a 
collision between the two men seemed immi- 
nent, it was amusing to observe the alacrity 
with which the tall, grizzied Gréenbacker, 
JONES OF TEXAS, 
strode to the immediate vicinity and began 
to pluck up his coat-cuffs, evidently enjoying 
the anticipation of arow. Fifteen or twenty 
of the younger and more active Republican 
members, who have some reputation for 
musele, gathered around Robeson, and, had 
a blow been struck, there woulli have been 
a free fight, which the officers of the House 
would have been powerless to prevent or 
suppress. As soon as the excitement had in 
some degree subsided, Robeson continued, 
in his impressive manner, to describe, with- 
out naming, Whitthorne and the other Dem- 
ocratic members of the Naval Committee. 
SUCH A SCORCHING 
as Robeson inflicted. upon his adversary to- 
day ho member of the House hasiexperienced 
before for years. Robeson’s défense of his 
administration of the Navy Department was 
eertainly a masterly one. He had evidently 
pondered over it long and well. and had 
drawn to his assistance every argument 
which his ability could muster. One fate 
ment he made attracted special atténtion. 
He said that during the eight years that 
he was Secretafy of the Navy the 
total appropriations for the naval service 
amounted to $153,000,000, and he had 
been accused by “the New Tork 
Slanderer” (by which he was understood to 
refer to the New York Sun) with having 
stolen $260,000,000. Of the amount actually 
appropriated, only $43,000,000 all told was for 
the Bureau of Steam Engineering and Con- 
struction and Repairs, $31,000,000 of which 
was for the latter bgreau. He then read an 
official statement, Bhowing that for eight 
years immediately preceding the War, from 
1853 to 1861, under a Democratic Administra- 
tion, when almost all our navy consisted of 
sailing vessels, the appropriations for the Bu-

Tun results of the examination by the doc- 
tors of the brain, heart, ete., of Guiteau are 
at last giveu to an indifferent world. The 
only question of interest was whether the 
brain would show such characteristics as to 
tend to explain the devilish deeds of the man 
—whether there would be such evidences of 
disease as to show that he was absolutely in- 
sane-and in that even few outside of the 
medical professign take much concern. The 
detailed report of the appearance of the 
brain, however, does not throw much light 
on the subject, at least as far as 
laymen are concerned, and it is more 
than probable that the doctors. will 
dispute over it as bitterly as they usually do, 
beginning by challenging its accuracy. There 
are certain striking peculiarities noticed, 
but no marks of past or present disease to 
justify the assertion of insanity so loudly 
made during the trial and ‘afterwards. The 
only conclusion to be drawn from the report 
is, that there may have been enough disor- 
ganization of the brain to justify Dr. Ham- 
mond's assertion that the man was insane, 


‘| but was able to knew right from wrong, and 


hence deserved hanging. As for the other 
parts of the body uothing was found in them 
deserving special notice.

On the many oceasions when Ture Trip- 
UNn has called the attention of the city au- 
thorities to the repeated violations of the 
building ordinance and the erection of fire- 
traps, the excuse has always been that the 
force was so small and the field to be covered 
so large that the occurrence of successful 
violations of the law was something which 
could net be helped. That these excuses 
were hollow and false is shown by the way 
in which the Police and Building Depart- 
ments have dealt with a flagrant and no- 
torious breach of the law which has been re- 
peatedly referred to in this paper during the 
last seven days. A church, entirely bullt of 
wood, with not a brick or a stone about 
it, has been erected at the corner of Wal- 
nut street and Western avenue without the 
interference of the. police, whose attention 
had been often and officially directed to it.

ble to see how the city authorities, from the 
Mayor down, can explain their conduct.

‘DISAGREEING DOCTORS. 

That singers are, par excellence, the most 
quatrelsome persons to be tound upon the 
face of the earth has passed into a proverb. 
They must, however, prepare to sarrender 
the belt“ to the doctors. The doctors quar- 
reled over Garfield alive and dead, and when 
they ceased to quarrel about Garfield they 
began to quarrel about his murderer. Fif- 
teen or twenty doctors stood gravely by while 
Dr. Lamb split Guiteau’s head open, cut 
his heart out, probed his Jungs and liver, and 
examined his insides generally, and, not- 
withstanding it is less than a week since the 
assasin’s neck was broken, a first-class doc- 
tors’ quarrel is fairly inaugurated. At least, 
three doctors are splitting hairs about the 
autopsy and the report thereon. 

The question seems to be whether Drs. 

Sowers and Hartigan are entitled to enter- 
tain and express an opinion on the subject 
of the condition of Guiteau’s liver and lights, 
or only on the subject of his brain. Strictly 
speaking, the brain, and liver, and lights, and 
heart, and things in controversy are not 
Guiteau’s at all, but Dr. Hicks’. Guiteau 
willed them to Dr. Hicks, but as Col. Cork- 
hill sustained intimate relations to the assas- 
in during the last twelve months of his life 
Dr: Hicks seems to have felt the propriety of 
giving him a sort of chattel-mortgage of a 
half-interest in the remains. They, it ap- 
pears, agreed that the assasin should be cut 
up “jintly,” as Capt. Cuttle would have 
said, by Drs. Sowers, Hartigan, and Lamb. 
But unfortunately they omitted to sign the 
agreement, notwithstanding it was written 
bout in a bold lawyer’s hand. 
Wr. Lamb, whe is evidently a lamb only in 
name, and who certainly is no chicken, 
scarcely conceals his contempt not only for 
Drs. Sowers and Hartigan, but for Col. Cork- 
hill. Herefers to the agreement as un- 
signed“ and metaphorically snaps his fingers 
in the faces of the trio, by declaring that Dr. 
Hicks had informed him that he did not con- 
sider the Corkhill cgntract binding, and that 
he (Lamb) could cut and slash Guiteau's 
remains to suit himself, without any regard 
to the rest of the doctors. As possession is 
said to be nine points of the law, the contest 
may be said to be nine to one in favor of Dr. 
Lamb; for not only has he Guiteau’s tiver, 
lights, heart, and brajn, but also all the notes 
of the autopsy.

I not only have 
the sole right to make a report, but I have 
made one and signed it, and it is already in 
type.” Say Drs. Sowers and Hartigan to 
Lamb: “ We respectfully request of you 
all of the notes taken at the autopsy.” Says 
Dr. Lamb to Drs. Sowers and Hartigan: “I 
must decline to give up the notes of the au- 
topsy.“ Say Drs. Sowers and Hartigan 
to Dr. Lamb: Corkhill is indignant, 
protests, and declares hotiy that you are 
Wrong.“ Says Dr. Lamp to Drs. Sowers and 
Hartigan: “Ihave consulted the medical 
men of this city and of Philadelphia, and of 
the army, and am assured that my position is 
correct.”’ 

In effect, Dr. Lamb says to the unhappy 
doctors: “A fig for you and a fid for Cork- 
Hill. Lam the only original Jacobs. I have 
sorted out Guiteau’s brains and classified 
them, squeezed his liver and-lights, and 
looked at his heart with a microscope, and 
the only official report that ever will-be made 
about these interesting remains of the mean 
little assasin has been drawn, signed, sealed, 
and delivered to the printer, and, what is 
more, it is already in type.

THE NATIONAL-BANE ACT. 

The act providing the ways and means for 
renewing National-bank charters which ex- 
pire by~limitation under the original law 
hangs fire in the Conference Committee on 
two of the most valuable amendments made 
by the Senate. These are: 

1. The provision designed to compel the 
banks to recognize legal-tender silver money 


by prohibiting them from becoming members 


of any clearing-house association which re- 
fuses to receive silver certificates in settle- 


ment of differences. 


2. The section which fixes a penalty for 
certifying checks in excess of the funds 


which the drawers thereof have on actual | 


deposit. 
If concurrence in these sections were hin- 


dered by opposition from the Senate the 


hiteh would not be so surprising, because it 


has generally been believed that the bank in- 
fluences are more potent in the Upper than 


in the Lower House. B@ an objection to 


these two provisions coming from the House 
members of the conference is a palpable 
misrepresentation, for it cannot be disputed 
that the House itself is overwhelmingly in 
favor of asserting the full authority of the 
Legal-Tender Silver act and averse to the ex- 
tension to the banks of any privilege to en- 
large their business or engage in speculation 
at the risk of their depositors. 

It is an insult to the Government and open 
hostility to the monetary policy of the Na- 
tion when National banks deliberately dis- 
criminate against the standard silver dollar 
by refusing to receive it on deposit and to 
recognize the Government silver certificates 
in settlement of exchange. This is what 
the New York National banks have been 
doing, though they are operating under Gov- 
ernment charters and, enjoying many valu- 
able privileges not given to private institu: 
tions. It is time the Government should say 
to them: “You cannot array yourselves 
against the laws of the Government which 
created you and protects you; if you desire to 
refuse all recognition of a certain part of the 
legal-tender money of the country you can 
no longer do it as Government institations, 
but only as private bankers.” As a matter 
of fact, the bill in question does not go 80 
far as this, but seeks to secure the end in 
view by a roundabout and conciliatory pro- 
vision in regard to the clearing-houses, and 
there can be no objection to it except on the 
part of avowed goldites, who are notoriously 
in the minority among the people and their 
Congressional representatives. 

The provision against overcertification is 
in its way quite as proper and im portant as 
the other. The law as it stands prohibits the 
practice, and the section incorporated in the 
new bill simply provides an adequate pen- 
alty which is expected to protect the law 
from violation, ‘There is no doubt that much 
of the reckless speculation of large cities is 
encouraged and facilitated by banks which 
certify to deposits which have never been 
made. Under this system adventurers are 


‘able to speculate on money belonging to 


others; if they win they pocket the gains, 
and if they lose they throw the losses upon 
those who have deposited their money in 
bank, as they supposed, for safe-keeping. It 
is this practice which, directly and indi- 
rectly, has caused more bank-failures than 
can be traced to embezzlement, which is not 
much more reprehensible. 

If the National banks are not willing to 
accept these two conditions, it will be just 
as wellto allow them to run the risk and 
trouble of taking out new charters under the 
existing law. 

— 
THE NEXT CONGRESS. 

The most serious party calamity that can 
befall the Nation this year is the election of 
any considerable number of Democrats to 
Congress in place of as many Republicans. 
Parties are so ngarly equal in the House of 
Representatives that a change of ten mein- 
bers would reverse the present political ma- 
jority. There are a number of new and ad- 
ditional districts this year, but the new ones 
without some change in public sentiment 
would not change the political complexion 
of the House, To the extent that there lias 
been a new: apportionment of districts the 
machinery has been favorable to the Repub- 
licans, but even that process of backing up 
the party frequently breaks down and proves 
disastrous. The attempt to make 500 ma- 
jority cover more than one district frequent- 
ly ends in the loss of Both, and this is par- 
ticularly true in “off years.” In 1874 the 
Republicans were reduced to less than one- 
third of the House. 

Unfortunately, the Republican party is not 
in the most charming harmony. In Penn- 
Sylvania the two factions are in almost ir- 
reconcilable hostility, while the Democratic 
party has a candidate for Governor who is 
personally acceptable to all the people of all 
parties in the State. In New York there is 
a strong antagonism, and there is much vin- 
dictiveness between the factions—between 
those who do the voting and those who do 
the bossing—and in these two States there are 
over thirty Republican members of Congress 
to be elected, 

The Utica (N. Y.) Herald has grievous 
doubts as to the ability of the Republicans to 
elect, a majority of the next House. That

The difficulties of the situation arise from the 
fact that the present 9 bas dune nothin

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Ordinarily, the Republicans may reason- 
ably depend upon the disposition of the 
Democratic party to commit some stupid act 
before the campaign is over which will cer- 
tainly elect the Republican ticket. The 
Democratic party in New York is altogether 
broken up, ‘and it is now practically con- 
trolled by money influence. It is possible 
that the Republican disagreements may be 
overcome by the purchase of Democratic 
guerrillas, in which case the Kepublicang may 
carry the State, but dependence un a cam- 
paign of that king is at the best a dangetous 
plan, in Pennsylvania the quarrel is at least 
ove of principle,a revolt against bossism, 
where the Independents will be perfeetiy 
content if they defeat the regular Republican 
candidate, and on ssa ies e e ie’ 
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ents are willing to take their stand. In New 
‘York the disappointed boss will hardly make 
‘any serious protest, at least outside of the 
‘city districts. 
The worst feature of the contest in New 
York is, that the general inipression is that 
the President anxiously desires that the Re- 
‘publican party there should succeed at the 
‘elections this fall, provided the persons 
‘elected shall be of that portion of the party 
who were Mr. Arthur’s friends before he 
was President. That is the impression which 
the President has created upon the public 
mind. He is willing to have the RepuDlicans 
‘invested with full control, but the control 
must be that of his personal friends, and if 
they are not placed in cnarge of what use is 
the Republican party to him or to his friends 
in New York or elsewhere ? 
It is just possible that the country may 


House, which majority would by no means 
be regarded as the friends of Mr. Arthur, 
and it is just this question, Whether the 
President would regard such a majority as 
that a Republican majority or not? While 
we believe the Republicans will have need 
of every Republican Congressman they can 
elect this fall, it 4s folly to expect that a ma- 
jority of Republicans can be elected if there 
be any attempt to limit their choice to the 
friends of Boss Cameron, or the friends of 
Boss Conkling, or any other boss. Instead of 


| discriminating against candidates who may 
| not be on any authorized Slates, it would be 
| more wise to recognize all Republican candi- 
dates and to try to elect them, but should 


Republicans begin the work of defeating 
each other then the Republican party will 
hardly secure a majority in the next House 
of Representatives. The President may have 
it in his power to aid in the election of many 
Republican members of Congress this fall, 
but it will be by such kindly and conciliatory 
advice as will destroy contention and pro- 
mote harmony. Any effort to crush out dif- 
ferences of opinion, however acceptable it 
may be to those disearded by the people, is 
not calculated to secure success in an off 
year to a party which nas done no act of ex- 
ecutive or legislative wisdom to make any 
serious impression. upon a most grievously 
taxed and plundered people.

ENGLANTD'S TROUBLES. 

The troubles of England continue to in- 
crease. The Irish question is in as bad a con- 
dition as bad can be, and when the bill for 
the repression of crime is finally passed we 


may look for afresh crop of outrages which 


will tax the patience as well as the -intelli- 
genceof the Government to treat judiciously. 
If we may trust the news of the day, she is 
on the verge of war with Egypt, with but 
one ally and that @ly so lukewarm and sus- 
picious that she can look for no help from 
her, for the old distrust and jealousy be- 
tween England and France were never more 
apparent than now. And now upon the 
heels of these two embarassments comes a 
third, which ,if not so grave as the other two, 
will demand prompt treatment at a time 
when she cannot well afford to spare the 
men and money necessary to deal success- 
fully with it. 

South Africa is again in commotion, and 
every day’s news shows that it will soon be 
ablaze with war which will be dangerous to 
British subjeets, and may require greater 
efforts to put down than did the revolt of 
Cetywayo. The wretched condition of Zulu- 
land only shows that a national injustice 
cannot be perpetrated without entailing its 
punishment. However much the conquest 
of Zululand may have Deen in the interests 
of civilization, the manner of its conquest 
was not creditable to the English Govern- 
ment. Might made right, in its capture, and 
Cetywayo was despoiled of his Kingdom by 
force, upon na: other plea than that he had 
defended his right to rule over his 
own people. The result fs civil war all over 
the country. When hostilities concluded, in 
1979, Zululand was divided up into thirteen 
little Kingdoms by Sir Garnet Wolseley, and 
a large share of these are now at 
war with each other. The prominent 
chiefs among those who have risen are 
Oham, a brother of Cetywayo, who was al- 
ways opposed to him, Dabuko, another 
brother of Cetywayo, and John Dunn. Da- 
buxo has taken the field in Cetywayo’s inter- 
ests, and has already defeated and routed his 
brother Oham, and is now massing his forces 
for an onslaught upon John Dunn. If he 
overcomes him the eight other little Kings 
will be soon disposed of, as they have no fol- 
lowers gr forces worth mention. In this 
event the English must interfere not only to 
restore their supremacy over Zululand, but to 
protect Natal. Meanwhile, after having com- 
pelled the miserabie natives to submit to a 
settlement, the Government left them to the 
mercy of those who could break it, and the 
result is massacre and pillage, which will 
probably continue until it permanently O- 
cupies the country. 

Besides these intestine feuds, the Boers of 
the Transvaal, who have always hated their 
neighbors and regard them as their rightful 
slaves, are encouraging the war and improv- 
ing their opportunities to secure captives and 
pillage the territory, although it is hardly a 
short year ago that the English Government 
settled the Transvaal difficulties and defined 
the exact relations whieh were to exist be- 
tween the Boers and the neighboring tribes. 
The entire situation shows the rank folly of 
such injustice as was perpetrated by En- 
gland in its haif-way measures. One of two 
courses seems to be 8 eitfier to let 
the Transvaal and Zululand alone altogether 
and allow them to take care of them- 
selves, or to go in and occupy the 
entire Caffre territory and administer it 
under British rule. Meanwhile, however, 
injustice to the Egyptian people on the one 
hand, and to the Irish people on the other, 
has placed England in a position so full of 
embarrassments she may well hesitate, 
as she is now doing, what course to pursue 
in South Africa. If an occupation of it is to 
have the effect that English occupation in 
India, Egypt, and Ireland has had—namely: 
to reduce the people to a condition of beg- 
gary—the South Africans may well beg to be 
let alone, and settie their difficulties at once.

NEW YORK INFLUENCES AT WASHINGTON 

New York influences over the National 
Government seem to be peculiarly unfort- 
unate. They could not well be otherwise, 
since they originate in selfish motives 
almost without exception. <A striking illus- 
tration of the fact may be found in asuc- 
cession of incidents relating to immigration 
during the present session of Congress. 
New York, in one Way and another, derives 
an enormous revenue from the immigrants 
landed at Castle Garden. It has its local in- 
spectors, the annual fees of a single one of 
whom are said to amount to $100,000; it has 
its interpreters, boarding-house . keepers, 
land-agents, runners, and sharps of every 
description who-prey upon the ignorance 
and credulity of the foreigners who come to 


find homes in this country. All the im- 


portant New York influences combine 
to protect this class of cattle. It 
was only the other day that an ex- 
Senator of the United States made a trip to 
Washington as the paid: attorney of the 
steamship interests, and succeeded by mere 
personal relations with the President in per- 
suading the latter to veto a bill which bad 
been passed by Congress to regulate the 
treatment of immigrants according to the 
laws of humaniiy, morality, and decency. 
Similar influences have sluce been employed 


at down 


of Health, and impose re- 
3 upon that body which will prevent 
it from any measures whatever to 
check the in uction and spread of the 
small-pox pest throughout the country, all 
because such exercise of National authority 
might possibly curtail the local stealings 
from immigrants arriving at New York City. 
The indifference which has been found in 
Washington, both in and out of Congress, to 
the small-pox question is simply disgraceful. 
— the Western people who have suffered 
this curse, and the New York in- 
. in ahd abaut the Administration 
take no interest in the matter except to set 
up the sordid greed of the immigration land- 
sharks against any measure calculated to 
control the dread disease. Dr. De Wolf, the 
Health Commissioner of Chicago, demon- 
strated to the complete satisfaction of the 
medical men that the spread of small-pox in 
the West was due to the importation of the 
seeds of the disease in the persons and ef- 
fects of the immigrants who come from 
countries where vaccination is regarded 
with a superstitious terror. He insisted 
with reason that the disease cannot 
be stamped out in this country even 
with universal vaccination unless the impor- 
tation thereof may be shut off, and to this 
end asked the passage of a bill providing that 
each immigrant shall present a certificate of 
suecessful vaccination before becoming en- 
titled to land on American shores, With 
such a law the steamship companies would 
refuse to take passengers who had not been 


vaceinated, in order to avoid the expense of 


detention in quarantine. ‘The passage of this 
law was promised;it could not have been 
retused with any show of reason or justice. 
But there the matter hangs today. There is 
no doubt that the delay in providing this 
law, which will result in failure at the last, 
is due to antagonizing influences from: New 
York City. There will be no regulation of 
the immigrant business,,and no effort to 
prevent the introduction of disease which 
shall in any way interfere with the perqulsits 
of New York officials or the profits of New 
York sharpers. 

All this was bad enough, but the climax 
of imposition and injustice was reached in 
paring down the appropriations for the Na- 
tional Board of Health to the meagre sum of 
$17,500 for the year, and specifically restrict- 
ing the operations of the boar i to the preven- 
tion of yellow-fever and cholera. If the Ap- 

ropriation bill were made to say explicitly 

the board should make no effort to stay 
the spread of small-pox, the provision could 
not be aimed more directly at this particu- 
lar subject. Small-pox is merely a Western 
plague. It is only the people of the West 
who are threatened with the cantagion 
which thé immigrants bring with them and 
scatter along the lines of the Western rail- 
roads. Hence there must be no prohibition, 
no inspection, no effort at prevention on the 
part of National authorities that may inter- 
fere with the plucking of immigrants at New 
York. How itis the Western Congressmen 
endure this sort of thing without open pro- 
test and denunciation of those who are ru 
sponsible for * is past comprehension. 


A SPECIMEN PETITION FOR PARDON. 

The effort that has lately been made to ob- 
tain a pardon for John Turner, alias 
Hank Davis, shows how utterly destitute 
of merit a petition for pardon signed by re- 
spectable persons may be. Turner is con- 
fined in the Joliet Penitentiary for the mur- 
der of Charles Whyland. The petition for 
pardon began with a cautious note indorsed 
by Judge Rogers on the margin of an alleged 
statement of facts. 

Judge Rogers presided at the trial of 
Turner, alias Davis. The first point to be 
made by Turner’s friends was to obtain the 
qualified or unqualified indorsement of the pe- 
tition by the Judge who sentenced him. Mrs. 
Robinson, the mother of the prisoner, visited 
Judge Rogers and pretended to lay the facts 
before him. Mrs. Robinson represented her- 
self as being the widow of a Presbyterian 
clergyman. She said she had always her- 
self led a blameless life, and that she was 


greatly in need of the support which her 


son could and would provide for herif he 
should be released. She informed the Judge 
tliat herson suffered seriously in health by 
his confinement in the penitentiary; that he 
was subject to epileptic fits, and that the 
penitentiary officials said that his ailment 
was aggravated by imprisonment. Mrs. Rob- 
inson’s statement was vouched for by anum- 
ber of her friends—including possibly Mr. M. 
C. McDonald. On thig ex-parte statement 
Judge Rogers wrote on the margin of the 
petition that if the facts therein stated were 
true the term of imprisonment might wisely 
be reduced from twenty-one to ten years. 
Such a reduction would cause the relief of 
Davis in a year or two, as he has served six 
years and saved about two years by good be- 
havior. 

The qualified indorsement of the petition 
by Judge Rogers having been obtained, the 
next thing in order was to secure the agsent 
of the State’s-Attorney. The present State’s- 
Attorney was not in office when Turner was 
Sentenced. But he signed the petition, as he 
informed a reporter, because Judge Rogers 
had signed it. Mayor Harrison did the same. 
Ed Filkins, Ald. Sheridan, and others 
signed it because Judge Rogers and 
the State’s-Attorney had signed it. Nobody 
seems to have agreed to it on his per- 
sonal responsibility. When the facts are 


sifted, it appears that the petition 2 


basis only the belief of Judge Rogers that 
the prisoner’s mother was the widow of a 
Presbyterian clergyman and the ex-parte 
statement of the supposed widow that her 
son was likely to die if his term of imprison- 
ment was prolonged. 

A very little investigation has dissipated 
the pretense that Mrs. Robinson is a widow 
of intense respectability. Whether she is 
the widow of a.Presbyterian clergyman or 
not cannot definitly be proved, but if she is 
so Der early religious training was neglected 
by her husband. She is a notorjous charac- 
ter in her way, and has a reputation for 
shamming sickness and obtaining charity on 
account of it which is not such as the widow 
of a Presbyterian minister ought to have. 

The statement that Turner’s epileptic at- 
fection ( he ever had any) has been in- 
creased by his imprisonment is not sup- 
ported by a particle of evidence. The prison 
physician says that Turner has had noattack 
of epilepsy since he went to Joliet. It was 
within the power of any of the persons who 
signed the petition for pardon to ascertain 
the truth in regard to the prisoner’s physical 
condition by a note of inquiry addressed to 
the jail officials, It wns easier, however, to 
take the word of his mother for it, and that 
is what they all did. 


There ig no merit in the application tor 


Turner’s pardon. He committed a murder, 
pleaded guilty, and was sent to prison for 
twenty-one years. He will save about nine 


) years of his term by good behavior, and 


twelve years is not too severe a punishment 
forthe qffense. Judge Rogers imposed the 
original sentence, and no evidence has yet 
been adiluced by him to show that it was 
otherwise than righteous. 

It the other petitions for pardon which are 
rained down upon the Governor every year 
have no greater merit than this one has (and 
few of — have) they are entitled to little 
consideration, But how cam the Governor 
be expected to investigate the facts and as- 
certain the truth for himself in every in-

it is an old form, new in its widespread applica- 
tion. Avery small pnewsboy meets an equally 
diminitive bootblack on the street. They are 
strangers, but one of them holds up a penny. 
The other nods with a look of intelligence, fum- 
bles a moment in his pocket, and then the pair 
retire to the nearest doorway. In a few seconds 
they emerge—one with the light of victory 
upon his face, the other with a countenance ex- 
pressing melancboly or philosophie resignation. 
A bank President meets a railroad Director or a 
great property-holder ai the Union League 
Club. Conversation lags. The bank 
President produces from his  vest- 
pocket a gold doubie eagle. and without a 
word laysit upon his knee, covering it with the 
palm of his hand. The railroad Director or cor- 
poration lawyer brings forth another double- 
eagle, and solemniy lays it upon bis knee. Then 
the gold pieces are simultaneously uncovered, 
aud one of the two solid citizens pockets both, 
while the other whistles. 

This is matching. It is very simpie. The 
transaction may be repeated as many times as 
desired. It may be carried on in coppers, or in 
nickels, or in eagles or double eagles. It may be 
carried on in coppers representing $100 each, or 
in dimes, with the understanding that every 
dime means a check for $1,000. Quarters 
ana half-dollars are the popular stake with the 
great majority of matchers. Quite a cousidera- 
ble sum may be made or lost during the day by 
assiduous attention to quarters. John T. Ray- 
mond. the actor, who was a pioneer in the em- 
ployment of the heads-and-tails principle 
as a means of passing the time, believes 
that the maximum of excitement 
may be combined with the minimum 
of pecuniary risk by using balves. Billy For- 
ence matches nothing but buzzard dollars, and 
makes ita point of personal pride to lay down 
bright, brand new coins; he sends every week 
to hie friend and political associate, Tom Acton. 
at the Sub-Treasury, and purcbases half 6 peck 
or so for immediate consumption. ‘Charley Os- 
born and Oakey Hall match two-doliar-and-a- 
half gold pieces, and will not match in business 
hours. The gilded youth of the Knickerbocker 
Club match shillings and guineas, using for that 
purpose quarters and uve- dollar gold 2 in 
defauit of a sufficient supply of the coin of the 
renlm. At the Union, Racquet, and Turf Clubs 
there is no fixed practice or limit; matching 
goes on at all hours of the day and fight, and in 
risks of all magnitudes. There is a well-known 
broker frequenting one of these establishments 
who is always prepared to match any comer for 
any sum up to $1,000: but he demands 81 be- 
foreband as his commission on we transaction. 
You pay bim $l and be will accommodate you 
with the chance to win or lose tever sum 
you may select within that limit. 

Matcning is not only the simplest,jbut the most 
dangerous form of gambiing. It is said that 
there are gamblers so cloyed and yet so eager 
that they Unally settle down on the simple cut of 
the cards as a quicker and less roundabout way 
of wmum and losing than any of the games. 
What is the use of observing ali the ceremonies 
of faro or roulette, or of going through the 
complicated forms ot draw poker and baccarat, 
when the same end can be attained by a simple 
turn of the wrist deciding the even chance of 
higher or lower than the cut of an opponent. 
Precisely the same end can be attained by tak- 
ing the 1 chance of matching or failing to 
match the head or tail presented by the oppo- 


| p@at’s coin. There is no commission to be paid 


a any form to any bank or game proprietor (ex- 
cept where an occasional piayer takes the Wall- 
street view of the business, like the broker just 
mentioned), and there is absolutely no chance 
for successful cheatina. These considerations, 
together with the fascinating rapidity witb 
which losses or gains may accumulate, have 
given the gamea vogue which is as sudden as it 
is immeuse. ä

0 nent, it is evident that the more he gam- 
bied the nearer even be would come out. e- 
oretically, the nearer he approximates to in- 
tinity in the number of bis trials, the nearer 
will the total of his heads equal the total 
of his tails. If he should match industriousiy 
teh hours a day every day except Sun- 
days and holidays for forty years, de 
would find that he had neither won nor lost 
mich. Ina million trials he would probably 
turn up beads almost exactly tive bundred 
thoueand times. If de should always match 
with two opponents he would find after a mill- 
ion trials that he bad won almost exactly three 
hundred and thirty-three thousand three hun- 
dred and thirty-three times, and lost almost ex- 
actly 666,686 times; but as every winning would 
befor double the amount of every losing his 
totais of lossand gain would just balance each 
other. If he confined his ventures to quadrilat- 
eral matching, he would win 250,000 times and 
loge 750,000 times, every winning being thrice 
every loss. An inveterate matcher, therefore, 
might match ali his life without be either in 
or out of pocket, provided he matcbed always ia 
coin of the same denomination and with the 
same number of opponents at every trfal, 

It is agurious fact that although by all theory, 
heads abd trials should show about equally in 
the long run, the experience of almost every- 
body who keeps account is that heads turn up 
rather oftener. Here is the record of some 


actual experiments:

This means, not that heads turned up 336 times 
oftener than tails, but 336 times oftener than 
they wonld be expected to turn up in 22,000 
trials, the theoretical chances between heads 
and tuils being even. It shows that, so far as 
this series of experiments is concerned, the 
chances in favor of heads at each trial amounted 
to about one and a halt in the hundred. 

Gambling of every sort is to be avoided, but it 
men must gamble, this is the simplest, easiest, 
and fairest way for them to lose their money. 
Dice are sometimes loaded; faro dealers’ boxes 
bave false bottoms; pokersharps keep a stock 
of aces in their sleeves; and Gould, Keene, Sage, 
Vanderbilt, and other gentlemen know a trick, 
or two that makes the Wall street game the most 
dishonest that is played anywhere in the world.

The New Applicants for Admission 
into the Iowa Trunk-Line Associa- 

‘ tleon—Difficulties in the Way of a, Re- 
organization of the Pool, 

There is no truth in the report telegraphed 
from Milwaukee that at a meeting beid in this 
city Wednesday the Milwaukee & St. Paul Rail- 
road was admitted as a member of the lowa 
pool. The meeting of the representatives of 
the Iowa pool lines, held in this city Wednes-. 
day, was, as stated in yesterday's Trisune, for 
the simple purpose of adjusting west-bound 
rates. Nothing has yet been done regardmg the 
admission of the Milwaukee & St. Paul or of the 
Missouri Pacific into the pool, but some action 
in regard to this matter is likely to be taken 
within a few days. Some of the officials of the 
Missouri Pacific arrived in the city last 
evening, and the managers of the Milwaukee 
& St. Paul are expected to arrive here this morn- 
ing. As the managers of the old Iowa pool lines 
—Northwestern, Burlington, and Rock Isiand— 
are also in the ¢ity at present, it is quite likely 
that they will meet today for the purpose of 
seeing what can be done regarding the admission 
of the two new Omaha lines into the pool. If 
the Iowa pool ig to be continued, these two new 
roads will have to become members of it. The 
pool cannot be maintained without them, for if 
they should cut the rates, which they no doubt 


would do if not in the pool, the regular lines 
would be compelled to meet their rates, and a 
serious fight would be the result. The lowa roads 
cannotafford toenter intosuch a fight at this time, 
when their future prosperity entirely depends 
on the maintenance of fair and uniform rates. 
None of the lowa lines have made any money 


during the last few months. They expect to 
make up for ir losses during the next few 
months, when the big crops of Nebraska will 


come forward. Unless they can maintain rates 
while these crops are being moved, their pros- 
pects for increased earnings would be rather 
slim. For this reason none of the Omaha lines 
are o ta the admission of the new lines, 
and the latter are also understood to be in favor 
of joining the pool. The Iowa pool originally 
consisted of three lines running nearly par- 
allel from Chicago to Council Blute 
namely: the Northweatern, Buriingtoa, 
and Rock Island. Each one of the roads got 
one-third of the business. Sixty per cent was 
allowed each line for operating expenses and 
the balance, epee cent, went into the pool to be 
equaliy divided. A few months ago the Wabash 
completed its line between and Omaha. 
and it was admitted into the pool on the same 
terms as the other roads, each road meting One- 
rourth of the business. In giving the Wabash 
as ia a share of the business as the older 
lines, its business com into the pool from De- 
troit and Toledo was en into consideration. 
The Milwaukee & St. Paul now demands the 
same share as the other roads, on the ground 
that it not only bas a line trom Chi- 
cago, but also from Racine and Milwaukee, 
which entities it to as big a share as the Wabash. 
By allowing-the Miiwaukee & St. Paul what it 
demands each road in the pool would get one- 
Ofth of the business. There would probably be 
no great difficulty in making this arrangement, 
as all the five lines have about the same facili- 
ties and run direct between Chicago and Cou 
luffs. But the difficulty in the way of such an 
arrangement is the fact that the Missouri Pa- 
cific. which has lately built a line between St. 
Louis and Omaha. running from Kansas City to 
Omaha west of the Missouri River, also demands 
admission into the pool and a share of the 
Omaba business. That this road will also have 
to be admitted if the pool is to be maintained 
is nerally conceded, for it would be able 
to divert so much business. H not admitted, as to 
greatly injure the regular pool lines running 
direct to Chicago. The road are understood to be 
willing to allow the Missouri Pacific a portion of 
the Omaba business in order to have it maintain 
the rates. great trouble, however, is to 
agree upon a 3 for this road. Th 
road is understood to demand a much larger 
share of the business than the other roads are 
willing togive it. Besides, it is contended that 
if the Omaha line of the Missouri Pacific is en- 
titled to a percentage, the Kanas City, St. Joe 


& Council Bluffs ought also be accorded a share 


of traffic. Now, by taking out a considerable 
portion of business for these lines, 
the proportions of five regular 


lines running between Chicago and 
Council Bluffs will dwindle down to rather small 
proportions, It is argued that it will be better 
to divide the business in this manner and get 
fair rates on what business there is than to com- 
mence a scrambie for the trade at losing rates. 
Besides, it is claimed that if the rates are 
broken on Council Blufis business. the rates of 
the Southwestern Association from Missouri 
River points cannot be maintained, which would 
make a ight rather a serious matter for all the 
Westera “and Southwestern lines, There are 
many who contend that it will not be pos- 
sible to reorganize the Iowa pool with 
sO many new lines, and that only 
way out of the difficulty would be to 
unite the Southwestern and Iowa pools. 
Most of the Iowa pool lines are now members of 
the Southwestern Associaton. The only lowa 
roads not now in the Southwestern Association 
are the Northwestern and Milwaukee & St. Paul. 
If these two roads could be induced to join the 
Southwestern Association there would probably 
be but little trouble to amalgamate the two pools 
and thus surmount the obstacles brought about 
by the construction of the new lines to Council 
Biutfs and Omanba. 

It is quite probable that a temporary arrange- 
ment will be effected by which the Iowa pool can 
be maintained separately until next September. 
By that time a permanent arbitrator for the 
three Western posis—the Lumber Association, 
thegSouthwestern Railway Association, and the 
lowa Trunk Lines Association—will be elected, 
and if it is then found necessary to unite the 
three Western pools, the matter of arranging 
percentages, etc., can be referred to that gen- 
tleman, whoever he may be, if the roads are un- 
able to agree among themselves. 


Steam from Naphtha and Water. 

In a locomotive shop in Paterson, N. J., says 
the New York Herald, a locomotive has just been 
completed, the. active power of which is steam 
generated by the consumption of naphtha and 
water. Under the boiler are a number of burn- 
ers, and the inventor claims that after a certain 
quantity of oil is consumed hydrogen is liberated 
from the water, and that the expense of run- 
ning the engine will be 5 per cent of what it is at 
present. As the quantity of oil consumed is 
comparatively small, the necessity of a large 
tender is done away with; and the inventor 
claims that if the same principle is applied to 
ocean steamships a large portion of the space 
at present used for fuel may de util- 
ized for other purposes. When the en- 
gine was tirst taken from the shop 
it would not work, but the inventor pointed out 
the defects, and after a number of parts had 
been changed over and over agin, the engine 
was supposed to be perfect. It then tried 
on the New York, Lake Ecie & W@&tern Raiiroad 
at Paterson, Hut it was found that the smoke 
from the oil entered the engineer’s cab so that 
he could not see what was going on. This was 
remedied, and several experiments were tried 
with the ocdmpleted invention last week.

AN AMBITIOUS DOCTOR.

: CALUMET. 

The United States Rolling-Stock Company of 
Chicago have been for some time looking about 
for a suitable location for their works. It has 
already been decided that they will be estab- 
lished south of the city in what is known as the 
Calumet Region; in fact, where they will settle 
lies between two places that have been sug- 
gested which, from their location and facilities, 
appear to be the most advantageous. The first 
is Cummings, formerly known as Irondale, where 
are located the Calumet Iron & Steel Works, 
situated on a branch of the Fort Wayne Rail- 
way, one mile and a halt south of South Chicago. 
The second is Hammond, situated south of 
Wolf Lake and five miles from Kensington on 
the Michigan Central Railroad. This company 
at the present have. their shops located in 
Chicago on Blue Isiand avenue, and at Urbuna, 
O. Inu each of these places to 800 men are 
employed, and itis the purpose of the company 
to consulidate the two works and to place them 
in whatever locality may prove the most suita- 
ble and hold but the best inducemenis. To give 
some idea of the size of these works it may not 
be out of place to give some statistics as to the 
amount of work done. During the year 1881 
there was used in the construction of cars 
15,000,000 feet of lumber, 7,000 tons of bar-iron, 
cast-iron, and axies, and 17,710 car-wheels. The 
total expenditures of the mechanical depart- 
ment amounted to $1,204,970; LOTT box-cars 
and 1,088 flat-cars were constructed, Tite capi- 
tal of the company is $5,000,000, and the stock- 
holders have authorized the President, Mr. A. 
Hegewisch to purchase the land required for 
their works. At least sixty acres are needed, 
and 100 if possible will be secured. The advan- 
tages ot Cummings over Hammond is the fact 
that it is situated only two miles from Lake 
Michigan and lies so near the vast iron works at 
South Chicago. It das the best of dock facili- 
ties on the Calumet River. Cummings is in di- 
rect communication with the followmeg rail- 
roads: New York, Chicago & St. Louis, Chicago 
& Atlantic, Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific, III- 
indis Central via N. I., C. & St. L., Pennsylvania 
Company, and South Chicago & Southern. 
latter road connects South Chicago with Ham- 
mond, and is an air line between the two towns. 
If the shops are located on this ra:lroad, as re- 
ported, they will have unexcelled rail and 
dockage facilities.

THE HAMILTON PICTURES. 


Signorelli’s “The Circumcision” and 
Other Italian Old Masters. 
New York Herald, 

Luca Signorelli’s large altar-piece, “The ir- 
ecumcision,”’ which concluded the sale on Sat- 
urday of the second and last lot of the Ifalian 
pictures of the Hamilton Palace collections, 
was shown at the Royal Academy exhibition 
of old masters in 187 This work, eight 
feet six inches by six feet in siz.e contains ten 
life-size figures, in the centre, befure the altar 
apse, is the priest, look ing heayenward. In the 
two angles of the picture, which is semi-circular 
in shape, are two circles with prophets. The 
inscription is Lucas Cortonensis Pinxit.“ Dr. 
Wangen says: “This is one Of the most impor- 
tant pictures by this great master, who was the 
precursor of Michael Angelo. The artistic rich- 
ness of the composition; the understanaing of 
the forms, which are of masteriy modeling and 
great truth of nature; the deep, warm coloring; 
and the solid execution, all prove that this ad- 
mirably preserved picture belongs to Luca Sig- 
nvrelli’s maturest time.“ 

Of Titian's life-size portrait of Philip II. of 

Spain the same authority says: “This picture 
bas suffered so much that it- is difficuit to form 
an opinion of it. It appears to me, however, to 
have been originally too feeble for bim.“ 
King is represented in full length, clad in a 
black dress, wearing a black hat, and witha 
white ruff and cuffs. He wears a badge in- 
scribed “Philippus Secundus Hispaniarum 
Kox, and jeweled ornaments with the mono- 
gram R. S. V.“ frequentiy repeated. Be- 
fore him koeels a figure of Fame. The royal in- 
signia and the collar of the Order of the Golden 
Fleece are suspended from a sculptured pedes- 
talto the right. Another and smaller portrait. 
by Titian is of Ludovico @onaro, Dodge of Ven- 
ice, in crimson robes.and white sieeves, and with 
his hands resting on a book open be- 
fore bhim— Act. sum 100, 1566."" “The Eu- 
tombment.“ * Titian, measures five 
feet by fou feet six inches. On 
the right Joseph of Arimathea supports with his 
right arm the body of Curist. The Virgin holds 
the left arm and Mary supports the feet. Tae 
Magdalen on the left, with ciasped hands, looks 
dowoward, and St. John stands behind Joseph. 
Uther exampies represented aVeuetian Admiral 
io armor, witb a view ot bis barge, past a orim- 
son Curtain; me Holy Family,”’ with St. John 
and another saint, and A Concert. 

A very notable picture in Saturday's sale was 
the celebrated “The Laughing Boy,” holding a 
tuy, attributed often to Leonardo da Vinci, 
but by Dr. Wangen to Bernadinp Luini. He 
Says it is too feeble in drawing and clumsy in 
forms tor Leonardo. In the drawing-book, 
buwever, of the latter in the Ambrosian 
Library, at Milan, there are two drawings after 
the same boy. Buchauan says in his Memoirs 
of Painting,’’ “Nothing surely can exceed the 
masterly execution of this picture; it has 
tne correctness of Raphaels drawmg and the 
grace and softness of Correggio's pencil.“ This 
picture was in the Arundei collection: was in- 
heritead by Lady Betty Germaine, who willed it 
to Sir William Hamilton; in whose collection, it 
is said by Buchnan, to have been the only pict- 
ure gf note; was purchased at his sale py Mr. 
Beckford; was sold at Fonthill, and bought 


a 


again by Mr. Beckford, from whose collection it ® 


pussed again by inheritance into that of Hamil- 
ton Palace. 

Angelo Bronzino’s companion portraits—Cos- 
mo de Medici, First Grand Duke of Tuscany, 
and of Leonora de Toledo, his wife—are thirty-six 
inches by twenty-six inches in size. The Duke 
has on arichly embroidered suit of violet, wit 
a white embroidered collar, and holds a hand 
kerchief in bis right hand, while the Duchess. 
holding her handkerchief in her gioved lett hand, 
is clad in a crimson robe, richly embroidered in 
gold and set with jewels, and has on a neck- 
luce and earrings of pearis. The figures are 
in half length. Dr. Waagen says they are “ very 
true and careful,” and naively remarks, * She is 
consumptive-looking.”” Another portrait by 
Bronzino was of Dou Garcia de Medici. A cab- 
inet work by Masuaccio, “The Last Supper,“ 
was exbibited at the Royal Academy in 1873; 
SO was the portrait by Andrea del Sarto of 
his wife as the Magdalen, which shows her 
in front of a green curtain. Sue is clad in 
a crimson dress, with lilac sleeves and a 
white bodice, and boids the alabaster box in her 
rigbt hand. The “Lybian Sibyl.“ by Ludovico 
Cuaracci, is said to be in his grandest style, evi- 
dently having been painted in emulation of Mi- 
chael Angelo, The sibyl is accompanied by 
three angels. This work was formerly at Ferrara 
and afterwara in the collections of the Marquis 
of Landsdowne and at Fonthill. It measures 
nine feet four inches ie feet. A portrait of 
Pope Clement VII. by Sebastian del ombe rep- 
resents him seated and seen in profile. 

Of the portrait of a gentieman by Giovanni 
Battista Morone, dressed in a biack suit 
trimmed with fur, holding a letter in his right 
hand and inseribea * Jo. p. Maronus, 
MDLXL,” Dr. Waagen says: “This is the ear- 
liest date I have found on a picture by this art- 
ist. Although it exhibits the delicate and aui- 
mated conception of his later pictures, yet the 
fiesh has quite that local reddish tone which dis- 
tinguishes later pictures of his master, II 
Moretto. One of the four Domenichinos sold

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BUILDING ORDINANCE. 


an Outrageous Violation Connived 
At by the City Au- 
thorities. 


Erection of a Trane Church on the Cor- 
ner of Walnut Street and 
Western Avenue. 


The Police Stand By While the Fire- 
Trap Is Being Hurried to 
Completion. 


The wooden Catholic Church at the corner of 
Western avenue and Wainut street is com- 
pleted, and services will be held there Sunday 
morning. It is very evident from the action of 
the city authorities, including acting Chief-of- 
Police Austin Doyle, that they did not care 


whether the building ordinance was violated or, 


not - at least did not want to interfere in this par- 
ticular case. Superintendent Bullwinkle, of the 
Fire Patgol, made his complaint to the Buliding 
Department early Wednesday morning, and Mr. 
Eagar, the clerk, wrote the order of arrest in 
ample time to capture all the work- 
men, but the message to Lieut. Baer 
was not sent from police headquarters until it 
was too late todo anything. When the police 
got to the place there was no one at work, The 
carpenters and roofers, however, started in at 4 
o’clock yesterday morning and : 
HAD THE STRUCTURE WRATHER-PROOF BY 8 
j o’CLOCK. 

A policeman bappened along at noon and found 
two men putting in the windows. He told them 
to stop, and went on his way. As soon as his 
back was turned they resumed their work and 
kept at it until all the sash were in. And in 
the afternoon the painters commenced opera- 
tions, and were not molested. 

The erection of this frame church in the face 
of the law and with the connivagce of the au- 
thorities is not, however, to be permitted to 
pass without an effort being made to find out 
whether the building ordinance is good for any- 
thing. The Buiiding Department of the city is 
simply a farce. In the first place there are too 
few inspectors, and im the second place these 
ofticials do ubout as they please—prusecule some 
poor devil who has no intlueuce, and wink at the 
grossest kind of violations if an Alderman or 
some higher official tells them to let that go.” 
When citizens complained against’ this 
church, one of the Inspectors went to 
see it. The result of bis visit was that some one 
went to the City-Hall and took outa permit in 
the name of Archbishop Feehan to bud a 
one-story brick church, 44x75, to cost $2,000." 
The Inspector told the police not to interfere, 
and 
THE FRAME CHIURCH WAS PUSHED RAPIDLY 

TO COMPLETION, 

at a cost of perhaps $1,000, there not being a 
single brick in or about it. And the builders 
are now laughing in their sieeves. They say ik 
they are required to veneer it, the structure will 
remain there permanently; otherwise they will 
remove it within sixty days. They become iu- 
dignant when told that they have violated tne 
law, and say tha“ others Dave done and ure do- 
ing the same thing, and why should they be in- 
terfered with when the people want a piace to 
worship in? According to their statements, the 
brick church, which is to be erected on the same 
lot, will be tinished within ninety days; a school- 
house will be constructed alongside of it, and the 
space where the frame now: is will be needed 
for a play-ground for the children. This 
may be true, but there can be no excuse for 
such a violation of the law, and the contractor 
and the other persons concerned in the affair 
will doubtiess be introduced to a police magis- 
trate withia a week, as Superintendent Bun- 
winkle said yesterday: I propose to push this 
matter, and find out whether the building ordi- 
nance means what it says.“ 

It was learned at the City-Hall that Superin- 
tendent Kirkland allowed the erection uf «a tem- 

rary structure, which de should not have 
one: that the builders 

TOOK ADVANTAGE OF HIS LENIENCY 
and kindness; that they were promptiy re- 
strained, and came around for a permit 
within the ordinances, which was granted 
them ; and that the contractors were 
orgered arrested for violating the permit, and 
that the whole matter has since been in the 
hands of the police, so far as the Buiiding De- 
partmentis informed. The permission, to start 
with, was granted, it is said, on the express un- 
derstanding that the consent of the property- 
holders bad been secured to the erection of the 
building, whiGh was to be temporary, and to be 
removed at any time; secondly, the privilege 
was given at the instance of some of the prom- 
inent citizens thereabouts; and, thirdiy, there 
would never bave been any trouble about it ex- 
cept for outside and Aidermanic intluences. 
Mr. Kirkland says be will present the facts to 
the Council at its next meeting in a communi- 
cation, in which. he will assume his 
share of the responsibility. His state- 
meuts, he thinks, will vindicate him 
and bis office from the aspersions tought to be 
cast upon him. It the department, in other 
words, bad the support of tp Aldermen and 
police, he thinks there would be far fewer viola- 
tions or cause for compiaint, for the reason that 
there would be more penalties imposed; and if 
the courts had more backbasie—the nerve to 
collect fines in the face of Aidermanic in- 
tiluences—a change for the better would soon be 
noticeable. Then, again, the punishments, as a 
remedial agent, he thinks, would be trebled if 
tne Aldermen would report the violations at 
once to the department. For instance, it Ald. 
Ryan bad reported the hundreds of violations in 
his ward that he claims to know of, he would 
have had less cause to complain, especially if he 
had turned in and assisted in prosecuting the 
offenders.

THE NATIONAL HEALTH. 
An Interview with Dr. De Wolf on the 


Cutting Down of the Appropriation | 


by Congress. 

A reporter of Tun TRIBUNE yesterday tnter- 
viewed Health-Commissioner De Wolf witb re- 
spect to the effect of the diminisned Sundry Civil 
appropriation on the work of the National 
Board of Health. Washington telegrams of yes- 
terday morning stated that the operations of 
the National Board were to be con‘ined to “ the 
prevention of yellow-fever and cholera,” and 
that the appropriation for tho year had been cut 
down to $17,500, ‘This sum is ridiculously inad- 
equate even for the rgutine operations of the 
board, and will result ih an almost total stoppage 
ot Dr. De Wolf spoke as 
follows: 

* The action of Congr in cutting down the 
appropriation, for the expenses of the Nanonal 
Board of Health (if that action is to be final) will 
Chicago 
knows what bas been done by the Inspectors in 
preventing the introduction and spread of 
smail-pox, No appropriation means no In- 
spectors, and this will leave the entire North- 
west expesed to contagion. The effect of the 
passage of the bi in its present shape 
will be to at once put an end to 
the system of inspection of immigrants. 
Just as soon as I learned what was threatened 1 
telegraphed Congressman Aldrich, giving bim 
the tacts and asking bim to contend for a larger 
appropriation. This whole thing grows out of 
the jealousy of New York and the unwillingaess 
of the New Orleans authorities to bave a Na- 
tional Inspector stutioned at; that port. The 
New York bealtb authorities are opposed to any- 
thing whicb will cut down the fees of the Health 
Inspector there. As to New Orleans, the people 
there are afraid t any person not locally 
identified might telf the truth about vellow- 
fever, and so burt the business of the city. 

What will be the result of a 817,500 appro- 
priation?’”’ 

»The immediate stoppage of the work of in- 
spection. The amaunt named will not pay for 
the routine work of the office. - Within the last 
two months an elaborate system of inspection 
of immigraats bas been inaugurated. The re- 
sult has been that we have protected Chicago 
against imported small-pox. If we are cut off 
now you can safely loo for Just about such a 
time as we bad last year. eprive us of any 
system of inspection and we shail be Hooded 
with imported iseuse of an. epidemic 
ebaracter. I do not think there is much 
danger of yellow-fever, and nobody knows 
whether cholera may come or not. But. small- 
pox will come, and. being deprived of our ordl- 
nary protection agdinst its importation, Chicago 
may tear the worst; This we can do: we can 
quarantine by wholesale where we learn that 
there are infected persons ona train}jproposing to 
debark in this city, and if the worst comes to 
the worst this is what wo will bave to do. The 
local authorities are limited as to powers, but if 
a smail-pox epidemic foliows the citizerm will be 


lad enough—when it is too late—to plank down 


their — It is scandalous that the North- 
west should be ravaged by smali-pox just be- 
cause New York people want to protect the pe- 
cuniary interests of a bigh-salaried officer, but I 
don’t know at we can do except to protest.” 


MUSIC TEACHERS.

second Day of the National Convention 
~Addresses and Essays. 

The National Muste-Teachers' Association 
continued their session yesterday morning in 
Hershey Music Hall, with an increased attend- 
ance. 

Messrs. Rice, Cady, and Blackman were ap- 
pointed a Committee on Resolutions, to report at 
the end of the session. 

The question of absentees came up for discus- 
sion, and it. was decided that no papers should 
be read by proxy without unanimous consent. 

This having been obtained, the paper on The 
Right of Private Judgment in Music,” by Prof. 
H. A. Clark, of the University of Penn- 
Sylvania, was read by Mr. C. B. Cady, 
of Ann Arbor. Mich. The writer called 
attention to the fact that every one 
who listens to music at the present time does 
not hesitate to express bis opinion of the merits 
or demerits of the performance in very decided 
terms. Thereis a universality in the arts, and 
those who criticise because a picture of selec- 
tion of music does not possess some special 
characteristic overstep their privileges unless 
they take int consideration all its characteris- 
tics. All mankind have not the necessary qual- 
ifcations to enable them to say whether the 
things they like or dislike are really good or 
not. Melody is universally admitted to be the 
prime requisit in music, Dut, as it is 
lowest or Urst step in the art, 
therefore widest and 
universal in its appeal. The more ignorant 
listeners are thus caught by the simplest ryth- 
mical melodies, and hence the popularity of 
dunce music, marches, and simpie ballads. Music 
wanting in these qualities is distasteful to them, 
and this seems to be the view of music taken by 
the majority of literary men. The speaker 


went ou to cite instances of great authors who | 


bave sneered at what they call “scientific 
music,“ and endeavored to show that they did 
thus sneer because of their utter ignorance of 
a world of musie far beyond their comprehen- 
sion. Because the musician is not so easily 
pleased as those wbo have not passed the first 
stage, it follows. that his pleasure is of 
1 much higher order than theirs. 
Even when knowledge and experience 
combined give the right to Judge, people should 
be chary of condemning any work unless it con- 
tains gross violations of the most universally- 
recognized rules. It is one of the wisfortunes 
of the art in America that there is so little in- 
telligent public criticism. In conclusion, the 
writer expressed the hope that the association 
would be instrumental in cultivating more in- 
telligent appreciation. 

Mrs. Jenny T. Kempton then sang “Be Thou 
with Me,” with organo accompaniment, and 
Wen the Heart Is Young,’ with piano ac- 
companiment. 

Diseussion on’ the essay followed. Mr. J. C. 
Van Cleve, the musical critic of the Cincinnati 
Commercial, argued in favor of intellectual 
music, but at the same time wanted music with 
the vitality of life, biood, and muscies.

Had Olficer Miner Been More Careful 
the Unknown Man trom Ottawa Might 
Have Survived. 

The police are still working in the dar« in 
their efforts to solve the mystery of the stranger 
from Ottawa, III., who was robbed and mur- 
dered. The circumstances under which the un- 
fortunate man was found Wednesday afternoon 
and his death at the County Hospitala few bours 
later were chronicled in yesterday's TRIRUNE. 
Capt. Buckley reported yesterday that July 4 
the stranger Was seen at the Rock Island 
depot very much under the _ influence 
of liquor, and badly bruised up 
about the face. His clothing was also very dirty, 
as though the man had mg | in a vattie-car. He 
asked Special-Policeman William Miner to find 
for him the conductor of the train which 
brought him to the city. alleging that the con- 
ductor’ had taken a ticket from him. Miner 
made all the necessary inquiries, but could find 
neither conductor nor ticket. On the following 
day the stranger again appeared at the depot, 
and made the same request of Miner with the 
same regpit. “On finding.“ as the report con- 
cludes, °* t notbing bad been beard from his 
ticket he went away and sat down on the steps 
of the Atlantic Hotel, No. 44 Sberman street, 
where he was found and taken to the hospital. 
Miner says that the bruises seen on the man’s 
face on the 4th were not fresh, and they look 
as if they might have been made a day or two 
before.“ . 

According to the report Officer Miner saw the 
Stranger only a few minutes before the latter 
was taken to the hospital. He presented such 
a borrible appearance, with his brvised and 
bieeding face, that citizens went to his assiat- 
ance. Miner, however, had not even tuken {pe 
trouble toreport ‘the case. stranger t6id 
the citizens that be had been assaulted and 
robbed of a watch and-$15in money. While he 
was tellmg them this be fell in a fainting. fit 
and never spoke again. If Miner had only been 
thoughtful enough to procure assistance for the 
man when he tirst saw bim the resuit might 
have been entirely different.

“THE AFRO-AMERICAN.” 


Editor Warring’s Fling at the BRepub- 
lican Party Does Not Suit His Subscrib- 
ers.
